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Rabbis Who Change Pulpits 
Often Harm Self, Community

RACTICALLY every young 
rabbi is troubled by the same 
problem—the nomadic nature of 
the rabbinate. At the theological 
seminaries there is a familiar 
quip, “Join the rabbinate and see 
the world.” 

Study the careers of our rab- 
bis, and you will find that a ma- 
jority of them have held numer- 
ous positions in various parts of 
the country. A prominent rabbi 
of my acquaintance has four chil- 
dren who have arrived in short 
succession of one another, and 
each of them was born in anoth- 
er city. 

It is obvious that the rapid 
ehange of positions on the part 
of rabbis is inimical to the spir- 
itual and cultural welfare of our 
communities. It takes a good 
deal of time and energy before 
a rabbi settles down, so to speak, 
in a community and becomes ac- 
quainted with the people, their 
families and circumstances, and 
is able to win the genuine confi- 
dence and affection of ‘a commu- 
nity that are so essential to his 
ability to bring the sanctifying 
influence of religion to bear on 
their lives. 

Some Ambitious Rabbis Blamed 
ad there is no use in deny- 

ing that a considerable por- 
tion of the blame can be laid 
at the doorstep of the unre- 
strained and, at times, undiscip- 
lined ambition of the young rab- 
bis to improve their pulpits. The 
small communities and poorer 
congregations have always been 
faced with this sad alternative— 
either to expect their young able 
rabbis to leave them within a 
short period of time, or to find 
themselves some mediocre rabbi 
who will reniain with them in- 
definitely simply because of his 


} inability to be accepted by a 


larger or more prominent congre- 
gation. 

Very often these smaller con- 
gregations have done quite well 
by their rabbis, and have in 
many instances exceeded their 
means in striving to keep them 
Satisfied. Yet, when the oppor- 
tunity presented itself, the young 
men left nevertheless. 

Perhaps it is not for us to sit 
in judgment. For who of us finds 
it easy to allow opportunities for 
eetadvancement to - un- 


noticed? However, this consider- 
ation, we realize, does nothing 
towards solving the problem al- 
ready indicated. 

But now let us approach the 
problem from another point of 
view. Let us begin with the as 
sumption that no one wishes nor 
likes to leave a good thing. It 
follows, then, that in a. good 
many instances it is possible that 
the rabbi has decided to leave a 
particular post for one of two 
reasons—either the extreme in- 
difference on the part of the peo- 
ple, or their intent upon making 
the rabbi’s life miserable. 

Once again these two matters 
are nothing new, but they must 
be brought to the attention of the 
people at large repeatedly in or- 
der to make them more consci- 
ous of the effect that their ac- 
tions are having upon their Jead- 
ership. Few people today are 
aware of the disturbing trend 
among the young men in the 
rabbinate and those who are po- 
tentially qualified. to enter that 
less aware of the role that their 
own attitude and actions are 
playing in this trend. It is for 
this reason that this matter re- 
quires careful consideration. 

Indifference Shocks Rabbis 
sivas have been countless in- 

stances where the young 
rabbi, emerging from the semi- 
nary idealistic and enthusiastic, 
has been literally shocked by the 
utter indifference of the people 
both to the synagogtte and to 
profession. And they are even 
his progam of activity. This in it- 
self, aside from monetary consid- 
erations, has been sufficient cause 
for the rabbi to flee in utter dis- 
may. The young man becomes 
frustrated and unhappy, and, in 
fact, feels that he is accepting 
a salary undeservedly. 

But the second category is 
even more deadly, and deserves 
greater attention. This deals with 
those elements in every commu- 
nity who make it their life’s sa- 
cred function to annoy, insult, 
embarrass and defame the rabbi 
and his family to the extent that 
his time is not spent in teaching 
and ministering, but rather in 
defending himself against the 
onslaughts of these evil men and 
women. 

What rabbi has not had vari- 
ous indignities forced upon him? 
What rabbi has not been, at one

Silver in Militant Talk 


Tells of 


1,000 of 4,400 Need 
Hospitalization, Report

LONDON—A Reuters corres- 


pondent, who was the only news- 
paperman permitted to accom- 
pany the Exodus deportees, re- 
ported that conditions abuvard the 
three British ships carrying 4,400 
Jews to Germany have worsened. 
It is said 1,000 of the 4,400 will 
need hospitalization. 

As the vessels were recoaled 
at Gibraltar, the refugees wer. 
restricted to the holds and the 
wired deck cages. Heavy tiocp 
reinforcements sealed off the 
docks. 

The Reuters correspondent re- 
ported that a clash was narrowly 
averted when one passenger's 
finger was crushed by troops 
closing a hatch and several young 
er comrades wanted to retaliate. 
Refugee leaders had difficulty in 
restraining them. 

The refugee spokesman ex- 
plaining the difficulty of control- 
ling the refugees, told an officer 
“I want you to understand that 
I am doing my best to keep the 
people quiet but I am not backed 
by military discipline. Our peo- 
ple are willing to fight if I give 
the word, but we are conserving 
our strength for the final strug- 
gle at Hamburg.” 

It is reported that the civilian 
crew members are fed up and 
that several are planning to quit 
the ships at Hamburg.

ZURICH—Addressing the Zionist Actions Cinanilies: meeting 


here, Rabbi A. H. Silver said there is no reason for pessimism con- 
cerning the final position which America will take on the UNSCOP 
recommendations. He declared the state department would not 
support an anti-Zionist policy. 

He cautioned, however, that Zionists cannot take for granted 
U. S. support of Zionist efforts. 

Silver revealed also President Truman last week made a new 
promise to keep a friendly attitude to Zionism. 

Silver Threatens Boycott 

Declaring that the United States is presently the principal bat- 
tleground in the struggle to achieve freedom for Israel, Rabbi Silver 
deplored the divisions among U. S. Zionists. He urged a definite 
program in America to combat British anti-Zionist propaganda, 
which he said was strengthened by the hanging of the two British 
sergeants. Silver declared that American Jews believe in a militant 
policy, including possibly an eventual boycott of British goods and 
support of active resistance, not only through illegal immigration 
and fasts, but by Jewish statesmanship aimed at uniting all resist- 
ance forces in Palestine under national discipline. He attacked dis- 
sidents in America who create confusion in the public mind. 

A bitter debate over terrorism developed this morning when 
David Ben Gurion in an impassioned two hour address demanded 
a merciless fight on terror, adding that those refusing to fight terror 
by all means should be thrown out of the movement. 

Isaac Gruenbaum replied that he also is against terror, but 
this is no time to start a civil war. He challenged Ben Gurion’s 
status, charging that Ben Gurion was not speaking for the executive, 
and added that anyway Ben Gurion was in the process of resigning. 
Gruenbaum’s reference to resignation apparently was based on dis- 
satisfaction with Ben Gurion’s preparation of testimony presented 
te the UNSCOP. 

Ben Gurion With British Against Irgun, Charge 

Gruenbaum bitterly accused Ben Gurion of throwing oil on the 
fire, declaring he would “never assist in a pact between Ben Gurion 
and Bevin against Menachem Begin, the Irgun commander, Gruen- 
baum threatened to resign if anyone disagreed with his views. 

Moshe Shertok interrupted at this point, stating that Ben Gur- 
ion had just arrived in Zurich and had not consulted the executive 
on its stand on terrorism. 

Shertok also attacked terrorism as the greatest danger to the 
Yishuy and demanded a real fight on the Bergsonists in America. 
Discussing UNSCOP, he said the majority favors partition and the 
minority wants Bi-nationalism, but it is difficult to forecast the 
findings.

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Strange New Y ork Jews—No Sign Of Jewishness, But Only Jews

EWISH life in New York is galloping toward as- 
Similation. The “typical Jew” and his folk- 
ways have nearly disappeared. I’m using the word 


“assimilation,” though there’s no word for what 
I mean. Assimilation really means mixing with 
the surrounding populace, accepting its culture and 
attributes. But what is happening is not strictly as- 
similation. Jews are not merging with their neigh- 
bors. They are living in wholly Jewish neighbor- 
hoods; and almost never meet Gentiles. 

it’s uncanny; They forsake Judaism, Yiddish, Jew- 
ish culture; but do not assume any other culture or 
faith They ‘:ave become estranged from self—al- 
most totally estranged. But there’s no approach to 
bit of ghetto-atavism on our own part. 


I LOOK at my neighborhood, a Jewish one. In 
the 20 years I’ve been there, Yiddish has died, and 
indifference now reigns to everything Jewish. The 
Jewish boy and girl are bizarre specimens! They 
haven’t the least bit of religion, no culture, and no 
way of life. It’s a youth living in a vacuum. Though 
their fathers and mothers are only 20 years older 
than they, their influence over the offspring is prac- 
tically “nil. The fathers are slightly more serious, 
being the breadwinners, but their earnestness has 
nothing to do with Jewish questions. They play 
cards every night. House after house is illumi- 


nated; and you see the dads card-playing. The moth- 
ers do the same, especially by day. Often they play 
for causes—for orphans, for Palestine. They play. 

The children are noisier. Young girls dress like 
hoboes, overalls rolled to the knee, and father’s 
shirt over them. Almost barefoot, they nervously 


dangle cigarettes between fatly-rouged lips. There 
is no guidance of children by parents. 
The mothers supervise the food. The father 


makes the money. 

But, you ask, who are the spiritual mentors of 
this youth that shouts in the streets? Well, the 
home is not. The school is not, except for some 
information. So, what is their spiritual nourish- 
ment? Here’s the answer: The movies, the radio, 
and the yellow press. 


The cinemas are packed with them every after- 
noon. Each kiss of the hero and his girl is wildly 
acclaimed; each murder is lived through with every 
fibre of a youth’s being. Then come the radio come- 
dians. These, too, are the educators of my neigh- 
borhood and of other Jewish sections. Finally, 
comes the Daily News. 


Don’t think for a moment that we have no synago- 
gues, centers, rabbis or teachers. But they’re all too 
busy. When you get a job in that field, you as- 
sume a sideline, too. And the sideline takes so 
much time, that you haven’t time to do your job. 

AND WHAT?’S the sideline? Why, it’s known as 
Keeping the Job. Getting the job is hard enough; 


but keeping it is harder. So you spend your time 
“developing” your president and trustees, Flattering 
them. Convincing them you’re just the man. Thus, 
the functionaries in my street are so busy, they have 
no time to serve the masses. And the masses are 
sheep without a shepherd. And even if you DID 
take time for them now, they’ve strayed so far 
into the wilderness, you can’t bring them back. 

Jewish youth is too far strayed. Much too far. 

A funny Jewish world. No sign of Jewishness, but 
only Jews. Young mothers scream at their kids and 
strike them, as their grannies did in the old caun- 
try. But these scream through their smokes. 

A strange world—world without face, without 
character, without God. Without ideals or striving. 
Or pain, or despair. And when the News-truck flings 
the pile of Daily News out to be sold, they disap- 
pear like snow in the sun. Yes, a strange unaware- 
ness hangs over my street. I fear it. 

It is unawareness during an earthquake. The 
ground shakes under our feet, and my street laughs, 
and talks loudly without meaning. 

Here! The show is out now, and Jewish boys, 
girls and young mothers pour from the cinema, 
eyes glazed. They’ve just seen a horrible crime 
film. 

An uncanny world—a world lacking father, moth. 
er, pastor. A world thrown prey to cheapness. 

A Jewish world that is, and yet is not.

ABBI Baruch Korff, now in Europe, has’ been shooting off his 
mouth about a ten million dollar fund to parachute refugees 
into Palestine. His emissaries in New York and elsewhere go around 
on trucks peddling salvation at a dollar a piece or over. “Six mil- 
lion dead, give a dollar to save lives,” is their line. They are playing 
upon the natural sympathies and upon the ignorance and credulity 
of the audience. What has the tragedy of the six million got to do 
with the dollar or more? Who gets that dollar? To whom is Rabbi 
Korff aecountable? Where do you get ten million dollars so easily? 
Where do you get those parachutists so easily? And how do you 
avoid the British so easily? 


You don’t get ten million dollars unless you have behind you a 
fund on as large a scale as the recognized Jewish fund-raising 
bodies. You don’t buck the British, even to a limited degree, unless 
you have such a well-organized force behind you as the Haganah, 
or, at least, the Irgun. The credulous Jews who shell out their 
dollars probably think, if they think at all, that Rabbi Korff is 
working with either the Haganah or the Irgun and that their dollars 
will add up to ten million, perhaps with the addition of some money 
from Zionist or other Jewish funds. Rabbi Korff, by his very silence, 
encourages them to think that such is the case. That silence is re- 
markable. The hucksters of Jewish salvation try to say as little 
as possible, so as to encourage the simile-minded to think what they 
wish to think. 


The Palestine Resistance Committee, which collects money for 
the Irgun, is certainly not behind Rabbi Korff. The authoritative 
Zionist bodies, of the world and of America, are even less so. Is the 
American League for a Free Palestine behind Rabbi Korff’s outfit? 
I doubt it. 


When you have a public whose interest has been suddenly 
aroused but whose information is deficient, adventurers like Korff 
will utilize the situation to their advantage and have a great time.

“SUPPOSE we join the Zionist movement,” Harry Louis Selden 
of the American League for a Free Palestine said to me, “What 
then? We’d have another Silver-Wise squabble?” 

Although I spent three hours with Mr. Selden, and several 
hours at a subsequent meeting in the house of a mutual friend, I 
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did not get a chance to answer that argument. The answer is 
obvious: if you believe in the democratic process (and T have no 
doubt, Mr. Selden does), then you have to accept the Silver-Wise 
squabble as part of it. Whatever exaggerated personal overtones 
that quarrel contained, it was basically a conflict between the 1916 
approach and the 1942 approach to Zionist problems—at least, that 
is how the Zionist public in this country saw it—and the 1942 ap- 
proach won out. 


My arguments against the supposed harmony is the camp of 
the Peter Bergson Group to which Mr. Selden belongs would have 
been more or less academic. But today facts are pretty eloquent: 
the squabble between American League for a Free Palestine, the 
Palestine Resistance Committee and the Baruch Korff outfit is far 
more damaging than the ordinary democratic squabbles in the 
Zionist movement. It is better to have a squabble and another 
squabble among leaders in a democratic movement than squabbles 
among various self-styled saviors who believe’'in “exigencies” and 
proceed to milk the public without telling it what for. 

On Monday the PM and the NY Post carried paid advertise- 
ments by the Palestine Resistance Fund asking for contributions— 
$500.00 will buy a surgical kit; $25 will buy clothing. Fine. But 
the Palestine Resistance Committee is one thing, and the Palestine 
Resistance Fund is another. The former showed me a photostat 
copy of receipt from the Irgun; the latter—ag Mr. Selden toid me— 
believes in “exigencies,” that is, fooling the public. 

Incidentally, I don’t see Mr. Selden’s name on that list of the 
Palestine Resistance Fund, although that was the address where 
I met him. But I see the names of Stella Adler, Konrad Berkovici, 
3en Hecht.

I REMEMBER Konrad Berkovici from way back in 1913, 1914 
in Montreal. At that time he used to publish stories in the local 
Yiddish daily “Keneder Adler” (Canadian Eagle) of which the late 
Reuben Brainin was editor at the time. When Brainin and his staff 
went out on strike, Bercovici was among the few strike-breakers. 
To Bercovici’s credit it may be said that when I met him at his 
office a few months ago, he acknowledged his past as a Yiddish 
writer, but he added that he had forgotten how to read from right 
to left. Now when a former Yiddish writer forgets or says he has 
forgotten how to read from right to left, there must be something 
wrong either with his intellectual capacities or with his sense of 
self-respect, or both. 

From Montreal Bercovici left for New York where he soon 
became known as a successful writer in English and later even as 
a successful Hollywooder. Connoisseurs of Rumanian literature in 
Montreal always maintained that Bercovici’s stories were taken 
from Rumanian. He was reported to have boasted of his Gypsy 
ancestry or Gypsy antecedents, I do know for myself that when- 
ever he ventured into serious journalism he displayed abysmal 
ignorance of Jews, their history and their problems and an abysmal 
lack of Jewish self-respect. - 

This time, when I spoke to Mr. Bercovici, I asked him, how it is 
that he, who in Montreal belonged to the Yiddishist circles which 
looked down on Zionists as impractical dreamers and reactionaries, 
has suddenly become a better Zionist than I am. His answer was 
that why, his first cousins from Rumania were among the founders 
of the earliest Jewish colonies in Palestine. 

My, my what time has done! Conrad Bercovici has switched 
his pedigree from Tigzane to Zion!

MAYBE it is unkind of me to conjure up the past. Maybe I 
ought to welcome Konrad Bercovici’s discovery of his Jewish self- 
respect. After all, I did welcome it in Ben Hecht, and I still think 
that his lines in “A Flag is Born” on the old Jewish civilization of 
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the ghetto and on the Jew’s role 
in history, are magnificent. 


I would have—if, a) if I found 
Bercovici’s explanations as_ in- 
telligent as Harry Louis Selden’s, 
and b) if he had not come out 
with a phony remark that he 
would do just as much for the 
Palestine cause if he were not a 
Jew or if Spaniards or Chinese 
were involved. “You are kidding 
yourself,” I told him politely. 


What I meant was that when 
a man is ashamed of admitting 
of a special interest in the ethnic 
group to which he belongs and 
into which he was born, there is 
something wrong with him. 


But I am behind times. I see 
that as of January 31, the An- 
swer, the organ of the American 
League for a Free Palestine, is 
no longer edited by Konrad Ber- 
covici. 

When I consider how many 
people I met who worked for 
Peter Bergson and then left him 
in disgust; when I think of what 
the rival outfits call each other, 
I cannot help recalling the idyl- 
lic picture of harmony that Mr. 
Selden had in mind when he im- 
plied that his group of saviors 
were not afflicted with squabbles 
such as between Silver and Wise. 


There is plenty wrong with the 
Zionist Organization, here and in 
Palestine and on the world scene 
but it is still a democratic organ- 
ization, it is still the body that 
has built Palestine for over two 
generatons, it is still better than 
fly-by-night believers in “exigen- 
cies.” 
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TL Lipsky Hits Fight Among Zionist Leaders

NE W YORK—His belief that the current meeting of the Zionist 


Actions Committee in Zuricl. will “split” on the incompatability of 
temperament and political ambitions” of world Zionist leaders was 
expressed by Louis Lipsky, veteran Zionist leader and Weizmann 
supporter in the Jewish Morning Journal. 

Making the serious charge that these “strong contentious per- 
sonalities . . . refuse to become loyal (Zionist) workers,” Mr. Lipsky, 
without naming names, clearly was referring to David Ben Gurion 
and Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver. 

Mr. Lipsky charged that the “question around which all other 
internal questions revolve must be clarified and a decision ren- 
dered is ‘resistance.” He accused “several of the Zionist Execu- 
tive members as seeming not to want to check the Irgun.” 

Continuing his charges, Mr. Lipsky declared that: “An ideology 
of force as the only political weapon for the achievement of a 
Jewish state has been allowed to grow unchecked by Zionist 
leadership.” 

Mr. Lipsky pointed out that the present Z.0.A. leadership re- 
joiced in the fact that “fifty per cent, if not more, of the dele- 
gates to the Z.0.A. Convention were in sympathy with the Irgun 
and its philosophy and had-an angry, negative attitude toward Ha- 
ganah.” He pointed out that there must “be a revision of all Zionist 
yalues and a campaign of education . . . to clarify the minds of the 
membership of the Z.O.A.” 

Concluding his article Mr, Lipsky gave his own prediction on 
the UNSCOP report and the U.N. action.

Law to End School Bias

NEW YORK—Endorsement of 
the principle of legislative action 
to end racial bias in institutions 
of hgher education is contained 
n the current issue of the Co- 
lumbia Law Review. A lead arti- 
cle analyzes the evidence of. dis- 
criminatory admission policies 
and practices brought to light by 
several studies of the American 
Jewish Congress and by a special 
investigating committee of the 
New York City Council, which in- 
vestigated the medical schools in 
New York City after a suit filed 
by Dr. Stephen S. Wise against 
Columbia University. 

The article also analyzes exist- 
ing and proposed legislation de- 
signed to eliminate discrimina- 
tion in education, particularly the 
Austin-Mahoney bill introduced in 
the State of New York, the Reif- 
fen bill in New Jersey, the Tay- 
lor bill in Massachusetts, and 
the Chudoff bill in Pennsylvania. 
It concludes that such measures 
are a necessary and effective 
method of ending discrimination 
in non-sectarian educational in- 
stitutions.

The case was heard before

THERE WAS A YOUNG BOY who attended Walnut Hills high 
school, a rough and tumble fellow who dabbled in amateur boxing 
and never excelled scholastically. He had little to do with Jewish 
life, but while serving in the merchant 
marine made two visits to Palestine, 
where he was greatly impressed with 
all that he saw. . The movement be- 
came his first real passion in life. 

Not all the details can yet be told, 
but he served as crew member of 
more than one ship which brought im- 
migrants to Palestine, and when Exo- 
dus 1947 sailed from a French port 
with 4,500 homeless Jews aboard, Ber- 
nard Marks, only 25, was the skipper. 

The rest is known to you—how 
young Marks was hailed as a hero by 
all the world—all, that is, except his 
parents, anti-Zionists both. One report 
has it that his mother, overwhelmed 
at the dreadful thing her son had done, could only blurt out: “We 
so ashamed of him!”

AND NOW THERE’S another tale about a fellow Cincinnatian 
also a veteran of war service, one Julius Grad by name. He comes 
from an interesting and distinguished family. Those who knew 
her still recall the story of a paternal ancestor known as Bobba 
Pinna, whose love for Zion burned so brightly that at an advanced 
age she left her home in Europe and made her way to Palestine, 
where she lived till almost 100. The story is still recounted with 
awe and admiration among her descendants. 

Grad’s father, who died many years ago, was a disciple of 
Theodor Herzl and a combination of a deeper thinker and idealist, 
His mother, who still lives in Cincimnati, is a faithful member of 
Hadassah. This background,apparently availed Julius little, for 
last month he accepted the position of Executive Director of the 
New York chapter o* the anti-Zionist American Council for Judaism, 

He, too, had little personal association with Jewish activity, 
and almost no Jewish education. Perhaps if fate had sent him to 
Palestine on one of his leaves from military duty, his story might 
have ended differently. As it is, members of his family, among 
whom are some of Cincinnati’s most active Zionists, are not ex 
actly proud of him. And if the Carl Alperts may add their voices, 
we must say that we, too, are ashamed, for there is an unmistakable 
family tie. 

No doubt Bobba Pinna, as well as Julius’s father, Ben, lie un 
easily in their grives upon learning of the young man’s choice 
of a job.

THERE, BRIEFLY, are the stories of two average young 
American Jews. There are more details that could be adduced: 
of young Marks’ contempt for the conservative Zionist effort in 
this country, which he felt never came to grips with the real prob 
lem; of the personal tragedy in Grad’s private life, and the possible 
influence upon him of a rabbinical brother-in-law—but the basic 
facts remain substantially the same.

AL SEGAL Speaks on 





MICHAEL THE LAMB 





am sick and tired of being defended as a 

Jew, as if I were somebody who needed 
to be defended against guttersnipes. My 
pride revolts at all the so-called Jewish de- 
fense organizations that surround me to keep 
pipsqueaks like Gerald Smith off of me. If 
I weren’t sure of my essential merit as a 
Jew I might get to feel like the inferior lamb 
that for his protection was kept in a pen be- 
cause small dogs liked to bark and snap at 
him. I myself don’t mind dogs barking at 
me. 


This lamb became a_ psychopathic case. 
He came finally to the depressing idea that 
lambs are lesser animals in the world, de- 
spite their fine virtues of being gentle and 
humble without any of 
the rapacity that, in 
other “animals, devours 
other creatures of the 
earth. The lamb’s name 
was Michael and _ that 
should suggest some- 
thing as to his spiritual 
nature: since Michael is 
Hebrew meaning “Who 
is like God.” Yes, Mi- 
chael’s name was in itself suggestive of a very 
decent spiritual outlook. At first, when barked 
at by the dogs, Michael held his head high, 
saying well, after all, these are only dogs. Not 
that he was feeling snootily superior to dogs. 
He knew the nature of dogs, and that it takes 
ati kinds of animals to make a world and he 
eould feel tolerant even of snapping dogs. 


Michael was patient. He argued that the 
barking of the dogs didn’t make him any less 
the decent lamb he always tried to be. But, 
he said, I can reduce myself if I ket the bark- 
ing of these dogs get me down. He had the 
idea of some day asserting himself ideologi- 
eally in the barnyard, and even as far as the 
woods that lay beyond the barnyard. He 
thought maybe to carry his example of kind- 
ness to all the animals of the world, including 
that for the good of the animal kingdom the 
order that they might all come around to an 
understanding of the happiness that is to be 
found in being kind. 


* * 





THES IS NOT AT ALL to suggest that Mi- 
ehael was obnoxiously obsessed by a sense of 
his own special goodness. He simply thought 
that for the good of the animal koingdom the 
virtues of kindness, gentleness and humility 
should be handed wniversally around, since he 
himself enjoyed them so much. Michael was 
given to dreaming. One night he was sleeping 
m the soft grass beside the timy creek that 
ran through the farm when he dreamed of a 
temple in which all the animals of the world 
united. Of eourse, Michael, being a lkamb, 
didn’t know that what he dreamed of was a 
temple. He dreamed of an enormous wooden 
barn in which all the animals lived in a friendly 
way. On the door was inscribed the words 
“Be Kind.” Michael dreamed he lay im the 
barn beside the lion. This was Michael un- 
tH his owner, who was a Mr. Zilch, thought 
he should do something to protect him from 
the dogs that snapped at him. Mr. Zilch meant 
well enough. He thought Michael would be 
happier if he were defended from the dogs. 
You might say that Mr. Zilch organized him- 


self as a defense committee for Michael, 
Around Michael he built a wooden fence to 
keep the dogs off. There Michael lay, frus- 
trated and disconsolate, all day while the dogs 
barked at him, anyway, through the fencing 
all day. Mr! Zilch’s conscience felt content. 


Now, he thought, Michael is protected. I 
am guarding him from all harm. But in his 
pen Michael sickened. “Yes,” he said, “since I 
am being defended there must certainly be 
something the matter with me.” From being 
proud in patience and in kindness, even when 
the dogs barked at him, he began to feel like 
a creature less than the dogs. 


He felt reduced as one, who for some reason 
he couldn’t understand, needed to be defended 
—a defendant accused by dogs. In his distress 
he quite forgot his virtues which once caused 
him to dream of a huge barn in which all the 
animals would dwell together. “What’s wrong 
with me that I have to be defended?” he asked 
himself again and again. His proud bleat bew 
eame a querulous whimper. He was sick, a 
dispirited animal. The dogs barked even the 
louder through othe fence. They felt they. 
finally had Michael where they wanted him, 
“We must be pretty good,” they said, “the way, 
we've got him cornered in self-defense.” 


Mr. Zilch exulted: He was helping his lamb 
happily to survive, he thought. 


* * * 


WELL, MICHAEL IS US, surrounded by de 
fense committees and getting psychopathic as’ 
we wonder—as many of us do—what can really 
be the matter with us. Defendants at a bar! 
All this counsel for the defense! Defense from 
what? By reason of so much defense many 
people turn to self-accusing, like Michael: 
Maybe there is something wrong with us? 


Our proud ethical inheritance, our noble and 
spacious history, our prophets, saints and 
sages, the good part we ourselves have played 
in our time, none of that is remembered to 
sustain us as we cower under the wings of 
our defense organizations. Defense, indeed, 
when we have gleaming banners with which 
to march and rally mankind! To be like poor, 
sick Michael the lamb in his defensive pen 
when we should be courageously going into the 
world with the lights we have inherited! 


I have written all this because of an illumi- 
nating encounter the other day with Dr. Ir- 
ving Levey, who is the librarian of the Hebrew 
Union college. He told me he had already 
sketched in his mind a book he is planning to 
write. Yes, his idea is to bring Juadism to 
all men. In Judaism is the rational religion 
in which all men could unite in the brother- 
hood. The Judaism of the one God and of the 
ethics of the commandments and the prophets, 


We are like psychopathic Michael in the pen 
when we should be up and going to bring our 
lights to the world. Call it missionary Judaism 
if you want to. What are we afraid of? We 
aren’t defendants, we are the truthful wit- 
nesses for justice, righteousness and compas- 
sion in the world and why don’t we get up 
courageously to testify before all mankind. 
Like Michael, we have dreamed of the temple 
in which all men shall be united and let’s not 
keep the dream to ourselves. To offer our 
ideals to all mankind is the best defense.

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Dear boys and girls; 

Since we are foster parents of 
a little French girl, I want to 
tell you about a new home for 
young working girls which was 
opened May 29 in Paris by the 
Council of Jewish Women. 

Of course when girls grow up 
they can take care of themselves 
and dont need a home like Ray- 
monde’s. But this is for girls who 
have no family of their own, and 
they are lonely and sad and with- 
out anyone who is interested in 
them or in what they do. 

SO THIS home tries to take 
the place of a mother and father 
and sisters and cousins. The girls 
know that someone is waiting 
for them when they come home 
from work in the evening. They 
have a pretty room instead of 
some bare place in a cheap hotel. 

The house, which Council 
bought and fixed with light cheer- 
ful paint and lots of hammering 
and sawing, is at No. 4 rue 
Notre Dame des Victoires. It is 
an old house, part of which dates 
back to the time of Henry IV and 
still has a beautiful old carved 
iron banister on its broad stairs 
all the way up to the fourth (top) 
floor. 

THERE IS a big hall for gath- 
erings and dances, and two 
rooms connected by an arch are 
combined to make a dining room. 
On the first floor are a living 
room and library, and between 
them the girls have fixed up a 

‘bar, only this one serves milk and 
fruit drinks and they call it La 


Vache qui rit (“The Smiling 
Cow.”’) 
The girls seem to be very 


proud of their new home. “There 
is not a more beautiful place 
in Paris,’ they assure their di- 
rector, Gloria H. Wagner. 


COUNCIL HAS another home 
like this, which is over a year 
old, in Athens, Greece. 

We read about this one to see 
how the home has been working 
out. They have celebrated all the 
Jewish holidays, and the Sabbath 


is always the highlight of the 
week. 

A picture in the Council mag- 
azine shows the girls sitting 
around the table Friday night 


while their director, Celia Bloom, 
blesses the candles. There is a 
centerpiece of flowers with pretty 
ferns in a circle on the table- 
cloth. The girls look fresh with 
their hair brushed and shining. 

They are véry proud in Athens 
about their girls who are getting 
married and having families of 
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hobbies and interests.

NEW YORK—Coinciding with 
the second anniversary of V-J 
Day, publication of “American 
Jews in World War II,” a two- 
volume work telling the story of 
American Jewry’s part in the 
conflict, is announced by Frank 
L. Weil, president of the Nation- 
al Jewish Welfare Board. 


Among the statistics shown by 


the books are: 

550,000 Jews served in the 
armed forces of the United 
States. 


Of this number, well over 10,- 
000 died while in service. 


Jews in service were about 3% 
per cent of the total armed forces 
of the U. S., approximating their 
ratio in the total population.

Britain To Use Ships 
On | End of Cyprus Run 


Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
JERUSALEM — British naval 


authorities this week informed 
the Jewish Agency that they 
would no longer provide trans- 
portation for Cyprus internees 
who become eligible to return to 
Palestine under the monthly im- 
migration quota. 


An official spokesman said the 
decision was adopted because 
four British ships which carried 
Jewish refugees between Pales- 
tine and Cyprus had been dam- 
aged or sunk by mines and 
bombs placed by members of the 
Haganah. He asserted that Brit- 
ain was suffering a _ shipping 
shortage and, therefore, refused 
to risk any other vessels. 


It is reported that the S.S. Ked- 
man, flagship of the Jewish mer- 
chant marine fleet, will be used 
on the Cyprus run. Another re- 
port states that negotiations are 
under way between the Agency 
and the government to release 
several of the confiscated block- 
ade runners, now lying at anchor 
in Haifa harbor, for use betwen 
Cyprus and the mainland. 


A government spokesman an- 
nounced that the last group of 
internees to be transported from 
Cyprus to Palestine on a British 
vessel will be 985 Jewish orphans 
who are being admitted on “hu- 
manitarian grounds,” outside the 
monthly quota.

Indian Jews March in 
Parade, Are Thankful

BOMBAY—The Jewish Central 


Board of Bombay, the leading In- 
dian Jewish organization, has 
pledged its allegiance to the new 
Indian Government, it was an- 
nounced here this week. Special 
services were held in synagogues 
throughout India in behalf of the 
new Dominion. 


The Board, which has submit- 
ted memoranda to the constituent 
assembly regarding the status of 
the Jews in the new India, re- 
ported that the Jewish cornmu 
nity was hopeful about its future 
under the new regime, particu- 
larly in view of recent assurances 
extended by Indian leaders con- 
cerning the status of minority 
groups. 

Leaders of the Board pointed 
out that the new government’s 
gesture in inviting two of its rep- 
resentatives, Dr. E. Moses, for- 
merly mayor of Bombay, and H. 
Cynowicz, to participate in a par- 
ade marking the independence of 
India, as well as inviting them 
to a reception tendered former 
Viceroy Mountbatten, was “very 
heartening.”

And names like Janet, Patricia, Nancy, Bruce and Richard 
have. caught our young mothers’ fancy. (I have nothing against 
these names. They are fine and attractive. It’s just that if we're 
making the point that those who are self-respecting and proud 
of their religion use Jewish names, these are not Jewish). 

One way to popularize a Biblical name to the young wives 
js to see that it becomes a solid favorite with the non-Jews. After 
David, Michael and Sharon became “good Christian names,” they 
decided it wasn’t-a bad idea to name a few of their own offspring 
thusly. 

Another way is to see that it is properly glamorized on the 
screen. 

Our private investigator tells us that when she named her 
latest Deborah to go with the baby’s sister, Miriam, her non- 
Jewish neighbors agreed that she had chosen lovely names for 
her girls. Yet the only response she got from Jewish friends and 
relatives was a lifting of the eyebrows. 

But now that a new star whom we don’t even have to name 
has risen in Hollywood, she can introduce her new daughter to 
Jewish acquaintances without stopping to take a deep breath and 
swallow.

RE our young Jewish women trembling in fear at what is 
A going on in Palestine? Or is it possible that they may be 
even more militant than their husbands? 

I decided to call my friends and find out. 

I can give you one definite conclusion: They are ail facing 
the issue squarely, even militantly. No one wanted to give up and 
run. 

While opinion was about evenly divided on the Irgun, 90 per 
cent were for the Haganah and for fighting at the right time and 
ii necessary. 

And part of those who were against the terrorists were still 
sympathetic: 

“They have been provoked but are going to extremes.” 

“It is desperation, not gangsterism.” 

“I can understand their fighting back but they aren’t doing it 
wisely.” 

“I approve of their militant attitude 
method.” 

Those who gave their unqualified approval to the Irgun made 
these points: 

“The British are acting no differently than Hitler. 
fighting the war.” 

“I’m for them. All the years we sat back and waited, nothing 
happened.” 

“They are patriots.” 

“I’m for them, but it’s terrible to lose lives when it won’t solve 
the problem.” 

Those who were against the Irgun used these arguments: 

“I’m against mob violence and they seem to me to be just 
mobs.” 

“A group of 2,000 has no right to set themselves up as spokes- 
men for the other 600,000 in Palestine who don’t even agree with 
them. They are just fascist.”

It was apparent from the man- 
ner in which the hunt was con- 
ducted that someone living in the 
neighborhood must have _in- 
formed the officials of the pres- 
ence of the arms. The troops cor- 
doned off the quarter just before 
dawn, sending all men_ into 
hastily erected barbed wire pens. 
Then they proceeded directly to 
a school house where they _lo- 
cated the entrance to the cache in 
a washroom. Behind one of the 
fixtures they found an iron door 
leading into a small cave carved 
out of rock.

It is characteristic of new 
trends in Jewish education that 
a group of communal workers in 
Rochester, representing a wide 
“Sross-section of attitude and af- 
filiation are wumiting their ef- 
forts and launching an All-Day 
school in this typical American 
community. 

Each passing day makes it 
More and more evident that the 
problem of Jewish education is 
literally an issue of life and 
death for American Jewry, com- 
pared with which most of the ac- 
tivities that occupy the commun- 
ity are of secondary importance. 
The complex character of Ameri- 
ean Jewry makes it obvious that 
ho single pattern of Jewish edu- 
cation can serve all Jews. There 
are naturally differences of felt 
Need and attitude, which have 
created the programs of various 
types of schools. 

However these may be eval- 
uated, it is becoming increasingly 
clear that for a minority of our 
children at least, an All-Day 
school is essential. We Jews are 
the heirs of a rich and variega- 
ted culture, the fruit of the crea- 
tive genius of the Jewish peo- 
Ple over a period of thirty-five 
centuries. In the limited amount

of time available to the Sunday 
school, and even to the after- 
noon Hebrew school, they can- 
not adequately transmit to our 
ehildren the thorough knowledge 
of the Hebrew language, which 
is the key to our magnificent lit- 
erature, in which is embodied the 
basic wisdom and beauty of the 
Jewish heritage. Those of our 
children who possess outstanding 
ability and interest in their Jew- 
ish studies require a more in- 
tensive program than the gener- 
ality of the Jewish school popu- 
lation. For them a modern and 
progressive All-Day sehool is es- 
sential, 


All theories apart, experience 
has shown that the All-Day 
school, conducted intelligently 
and effectively, does not in any 
sense weaken the attachment of 
its pupils to American life and 
institutions. On the contrary, 
the richer cultural heritage which 
is theirs, makes them more val- 
uable citizens of the Republic, 
for they are able to interpret the 
insights and the attitudes of the 
Jewish tradition, amd this con- 
tributes to the ennobling of 
American life. 


I like to envision Jewish edu- 
eation as a pyramid, with all 
Jewish children receiving § at 
least a minimum of Jewish 
schooling, most of them being 
trained in good afternoon schools, 
and some of them, from whom 
our future leaders are to be re- 
cruited, being educated in All- 
Day schools. 


Theoretical discussions on the 
Jewish and American _ implica- 
tions of the All-Day school ought 
to give way to concrete activity 
im this field. For here, as so oft- 
en elsewhere, experience will dis- 
sipate many misconceptions of 
theory and practical work will 
unite, where ideologies tend to 
divide.

UST in ease you didn’t read Rabbi David 

de Sola Pool’s article in last week's issue, 
here are a few paragraphs which will make 
you think: 

“Our synagogues have in large measure 
failed to hold the Jews of the community. 
They have always had a poor attendance at 
services except on certain great days in the 
year. We have always had in America a 
standard of Jewish ignorance which it has 
been difficult to overcome. We did not produce 
a single American -trained rabbi until late in 
the nineteenth century. Before then for over 
200 years every rabbi in this country was 
‘made in Germany’ or elsewhere overseas. 

“In the early days of the community, fam- 
ilies not infrequently had 12, 14, 16, 18, even 
20 ehildren. Had the synagogues held on to 
them as Jews, by sheer geometrical progres- 
sion we should have had today a community 


of unknown numbers of millions, when you 
remember the large increments that eame to 
us throughout the 19th century from immié 
gration. And yet, while there are still in my 
eongregation descendants of those who came 
to America in 1655 and many descendants of 
those who dedicated our first synagogue build. 
ing in 1730, this is the exception. There are 
very many more Christian than Jewish de. 
seendants of 18th century and early 19th cen. 
tury American Jewry. 

“How many Jews do you know who can date 
any American family connection to 1747? How 
many Jews do you know among your own 
friends and acquaintances who can date their 
family back in this country for even one cen- 
tury to 1847? What has happened? Most of 
the descendants of 1747 and 1847 have been 
absorbed into the amalgam of the Christian. 
ized American eulture in which we are living.” 


Should A-J Papers Accept Restaurant Advertising ? 


FQOHIS matter of kashruth and the Anglo- 

|. Jewish press-is not so simple as we at 
first thought. The Anglo-Jewish paper. which 
printed over a period of weeks the large ad 
offering a canned meat product which was not 
kosher, was not offering a pork product, but

Reform Rabbi Would Not Use Pork Products In Home 


E POST ean’t tell what the reaction 

will be, but the June-July issue of Lib- 
eral Judaism, the organ of U. S. Reform, con- 
tained a startling suggestion by Rabbi Eli 
Pilchik, of Newark. The Post has an idea that 
Rabbi Pilchik’s recommendation will find more 
Reform rabbis in agreement than would have 
been at first thought possible. Anyway here’s 
the suggestion and The Post will print all 
comments it evokes: 


“There shall be no pork-products on the 
Jewish table. The mixing of meat products and 
milk products is purely voluntary. Good taste 
shall determine this practice. When guests 
from Orthodox or Conservative homes are 
present, deference in dietary matters shall be 
accorded them. There is no need of two sets 
of dishes in the household, one for meat foods 
and another for milk foods. Nor is there any 
need for separate sets of dishes to be used dur- 
ing the Passover Festival.”

The London Tribune Blames Bevin, Foreign 
Office for Bad Judgment in Case of Exodus— 
That is why what happened to that ship and 
what is to happen to the 4,500 passengers is 
perhaps more important to the future of Brit- 
ain than to that of the Jews. There is some- 
thing rather pathetic—and also rather ridi- 
culous—about this affair. It is true that in 
Palestine Mr. Bevin faces long standing Jewish- 
Arab differences; that in 1945 he had decided 
to limit Jewish immigrants to 1,500 monthly 
until the Anglo-American Committee reported. 
But look at the scale of the reactions. Here 
are these Jews with 955 children among them. 
British intelligence officers have closely 
watched them in Poland, in Austria, in Ger- 
many, in France. The Jews reach France; their 
ship is spotted, and detained by the French 
authorities after diplomatic demarches in 
Paris and London. 

Meanwhile the navy concentrates a force al- 
most equal to that assembled for the first bat- 
the for Narvik. Five destroyers and a cruiser 
are prepared to pick up the ship; Lancaster 
shadows it across the Mediterranean; 66,000 
troops prepare in Palestine to keep order. Al- 
together, some 90,000 British soldiers, sailors, 
airmen, intelligence officers, diplomats amd po- 
lice have been engaged directly on this opera- 
tton “pre-war.” 

Why? Mr. Bevin told the Labor Party two 
years ago that he coukd not allow an increased 
rate of Jewish immigration into Palestine be- 
cause thet would mean sending another di- 
vision, sbeut 15,000 men, te Palestine; he could

not spare these men. According to the Colonial 
Office report published last week end, at that 
time there were 25,000 British troops in Pak 
estine. Mr. Bevin has since Sent in, not one, 
but three divisions—not 15,000 but 40,000 men. 
He has also trebled the naval contingents in 
Palestine waters; and he has increased the 
air force and the British police there. 


But those immigrants, who are prepared to 
undergo conditions almost as bad as those suf- 
fered by the British settlers of America when 
they fied from political and religious persecu- 
tion (the famous Mayflower was a ship of 180 
tons), are no longer deterred by detention in 
camps, says the Foreign Office. Evidently, 
after you have spent some years in a German 
extermination camp, Cyprus is quite bearable; 
after all, there is hope of journey’s end be- 
yond it. 


Meanwhile the Palestine High @ommissioner, 
Sir Alan Cunningham, has protested in vain 
that the Foreign Office action has undone all 
the goodwill he has gained in recent weeks; 
the army in Palestine has’ protested. that just 
when things were settling down, the govern- 
ment in London, still without policy, unites 
the entire Jewish population against the 
British. 

But the Foreign Office, too, is understood. 
Britain may be short of dollars and oil and 
eoal and manpower, but when the Middle East 
Department of the Foreign Office calls, the 
navy and the army and the diplomats and the 
spies are all ready; the refugees shall not pass.

Flays Z.0.A. Leadership, 
Wants Action Not Words 

An open letter to the leader- 
ship of the Zionist Organization 
of America! 

Being active in the Jewish 
Youth movement, I consider my 
opinion representative -of an 
enormous number of Jewish 
young men and women. It is on 
behalf of so many young Ameri- 
can Jews that I address this let- 
ter to you. 

It seems to me that it is upon 
us, primarily that the ravages of 
England will be most telling. If 
Britain succeeds in her present 
aims and activities, then with the 
passage of time, we too, shall 
have to forego our faith and 
privileges, and if Britain fails, 
we shall be the ones who will 
be able to maintain our position 
in society which our parents 
have established for us. 

Through newspapers, speeches 
and periodicals you have outdone 
yourselves in denouncing British 
terror, but mere protests are not 


enough. You have followed the 
belief that persistent pressure 
upon the British Government 


through the customary diplomat- 
ic channels, will eventually 
achieve our end. Despite over- 
whelming proof that this method 
has become obsolete, you have 
been deaf toward the cries for 
militant action, especially the use 
of the boycott weapon, and the 
only feelings and opinions per- 
mitted are those of a handful 
of leading figures. 

Most astonishing is your atti- 
tude toward the resistance move- 
ment in Palestine, calling them 
all kinds of names to give vent 
to your indignation and advoca- 
ting that the Yishuv dispose of 
these “terrorists”. You, Gentle- 
men, ought to know that abuse 
is not argument, and that such 
abuse has often been proof that 
the victim of it was in the right. 
You should also consider the curi- 
ous impression made by such at- 
tacks. For the Zionists, who dur- 
ing the last few years have 
threatened England with. all 
kinds of revolutionary intentions 
and have scoffed at and fought 
against the British regime in Pal- 
estine, are certainly playing a 
comic role if they are today to 
advocate playing the game of 
those whom they were accusing 
only yesterday of brutal crimes 
against our people.

TREATED IN POST; WANTS AN ANSWER 


Editor, National Jewish Post: 

I have been a constant reader 
of The Post for several years 
now and have found it the most 
satisfactory dispatcher of Jewish 
news of its type. With the de- 
cline of the Yiddish language in 
the country, the Anglo-Jewish 
Press must begin to assume the 
significant responsibilities which 
papers such as The Morning 
Journal and The Forward have 
borne for many years. 

Your paper is a start in that 
direction and while it naturally 
does not compare to the Yiddish 
press in circulation and content, 
it has made an _ encouraging 
start, and I for one hope that it 
will soon be giving double the 
present amount of news and will 
arrive twice a week instead of 
once. 

There is, however, one matter 


which I find it necessary. to write 
you about in the hope that a 
remedy or explanation can be 
found. 


Let me first of all make clear 
to you that I and my parents 
were born in this country, that 
I was not raised in an Orthodox 
home and am not an Orthodox 
Jew.

LOGIZE FOR SAYING 


RABBIS SHOULD CHOOSE OWN SERMONS 


Editor, National Jewish Post, 

I read your editorial, “Let the 
Rabbi Choose His Own Sermon” 
wherein you objected to Rabbis 
sermonizing and_ incorporating 
therein an appeal for member- 
ship in the Zionist Organization 
of America on Rosh Hashonah, 

How long must Jews beat their 
breast on the High Holy Days 
and say “Al Chait,” and how long 
must we plead and say “Ad 
Matai”? For 2,000 years these 
words have been repeated. Dur- 
ing the past fifty years Zionism 
became a living reality and the 
Zionist Organization of America 
an active instrumentality for the 
realization of these prayers. Yet 
in spite of these fifty years of 
ardent work by a small handful, 
the vast majority of Jews still 
remain unenrolled Zionists and I 
refer to the totality of member- 
ship in all Zionist groups. 

In 1915, Judge Brandeis stated, 
“Every Jew in America must 
stand up and be counted, counted 
with us er prove himself, witting- 
ly or unwittingly, of the few who 
are against their own people.” It 
is a sad commentary on our 
brethren to note that in the bor- 
ough of Brooklyn with 1,000,000 
Jews, there are less than 60,000 
Jews who have a paid member- 
ship in all Zionist parties despite 
the fact that the Roper Poll 
showed that almost 90 per cent 
are in favor of a Jewish Home- 
land in Palestine. 


What better chance is there 
for the Rabbis to reach the 
masses of Jewry than on Rosh 
Hashonah when, prompted by 
nostalgia and stirrings of a dor- 
mant Jewish consciousness, many 
Jews make their solitary, annual 
trip to a Jewish house of wor- 
ship? Is there a better opportun- 
ity to make a mass appeal? The 
day for philosophical and intel- 
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lectual sermonizing must be rele- 
gated to limbo when England can 
flaunt world public opinion and 
our own State Department pious- 
ly take a position of “neutrality” 
when every ounce of its influence 
should be brought to bear on the 
United Nations General Assem- 
bly in accordance with resolu- 
tions adopted by the United 
States Congress. 


I think that you have abused 
editorial comments when you 
state, “As it is The Post doubts 
that the press release is any 
more than a pious wish on the 
part of an ambitious membership 
chairman.” Aaron Nussbaum is 
a man who has devoted years to 
our cause and who has labored 
for the advancement of Zionism 
at great personal sacrifice. The 
press release was issued by this 
office and not by Mr. Nussbaum. 


If you desire, I will give you a 
list of the congregations in the 
borough of Brodklyn who have 
accepted the request to conduct 
the membership campaign as set 
forth in our release. I am proud 
to state that our movement has 
the support of the Rabbis of all 
denominations, Orthodox, Con- 
servative, and Reform. 


As one who has admired you 
and your publication ,the only 
conclusion to which I can come 
in explanation of your ill-chosen 
words is that the heat wave that 
prevailed in the middle West 
must have affected you. Needless 
to say, I look for a retraction and 
an apology to our Membership 
Chairman, 


You doubtlessly know the clos- 
ing words of our services, “Next 
Year in. Jerusalem.” If not 
through Zionism, then how, and 
what other manner can there be 
for Jews besides prayer to indi- 
eate their oneness with this age- 
old prayer?

Editor, National Jewish Post: 

It has been a long time since 
I wrote you but the item in the 
last issue of The Post bearing a 
Trenton, N. J. dateline in which 
it was stated that a modified 
version of the Stratton Bill was 
voted down by the New Jersey 
American Legion Convention 
there prompts this letter. It 
would be well for the readers of 
The Post to know that the fol- 
lowing events took place in this 
state: 

A few weeks before the Indi- 
ana Department Convention of 
the American Legion, I intro- 
duced a resolution in the Gary 
Memorial Post No. 17 at Gary, 
which is quite a conservative 
Post. This resolution unanimous- 
ly endorsed the Stratton Bill call- 
ing for the admission of 400,000 
displaced persons in the United 
States. It was unanimously 
adopted by the Post. 

We hurried to put this resolu- 
tion into shape for the Depart- 
ment Convention where it was

first presented to the Resolutions 
Committee and then transferred 
to the Americanism Committee. 
It was brought out on the floor 
on the third day of the Conven- 
tion with the recommendation by 
the Americanism Committee that 
it pass. The Convention unani- 
mously adopted the Committee 
report and the resolution vigor- 
ously endorsing the Stratton Bill 
and urging its passage, was car- 
ried by a tremendous voice vote; 
thus, the American Legion of the 
State of Indiana was one of the 
first to give the Stratton Bill a 
blanket approval. 

You will recall that last year 
I introduced the resolution in the 
same Post calling for the admis- 
sion of 100,000 Jewish people in 
Palestine and a condemnation of 
the policies of England. That was 
approved by the Post, by the 
First District and by the Depart- 
ment of Indiana.

Haganah Tells Plans 
For War On Exiremists 
JERUSALEM — The Haganah 
has drawn up an effective pro- 
gram to combat extremist activ- 
ities in Palestine, but is holding 
it in abeyance pending a British 
decison on the ultmate fate of 
the 4,500 Exodus refugees, a Ha- 
ganah spokesman this week told 
the Jewish Telegraphic Agency. 
The plan calls for the cutting 
off of funds to the Irgun treas- 
ury, particularly from sympathe- 
tic factory owners; the factories 
will be boycotted and picketed by 
trade unionists and, as a last re 
sort, workers will be called upon 
to quit jobs in factories owned by 
extremist sympathizers. Workers 
with eonfirmed extremist sym- 
pathies will be dismissed from 
jobs controlled by the Histadruth. 
In addition, members of under- 
ground organizations and their 
active sympathizers will be evict- 
ed from-homes which are under 
Histadruth control. Arms caches 
will be traced and destroyed and 
lend mines placed by Irgunists 
and Sternists will be dismantled 
wherever they are found. Finally 
protection will be supplied Jews 
who are intimidated by the under- 
ground—even to the extent of us- 
ing force against the extremists.

The great European 
fountain of learning is_ utterly 
destroyed. We dare not allow our 
young, American-born, English- 
speaking, Yeshiva-bred leaders to 
become bitter and disillusioned. 
Remember that such young men 
are all but irreplaceable. Re- 
cent studies have shown that the 
sons of rabbis who have entered 
in our seminaries to prepare for 
the rabbinate, can be counted on 
the fingers of one hand. Com- 
pare this with the _ illustrious 
lineages of other professions.

on the part of most people as 
another employee of each and 
every member of the congrega- 
tion, has served to make the rab- 
binate unsavory in the eyes of 
many a promising young man, 
and has caused him to apply his 
ability elsewhere.

NA—An exodus of Jews from Rumania similar to the 
one from Poland a year or two ago was reported by Mr. Louis Segal, 
chairman of the Zionist Labor Relief and Rehabilitation Committee 
who is now touring the European camps in behalf of his Committee, 

Ten thousand Jews have arrived in Austria from Rumania dur. 


ing the last two months, Mr. 
Segal said, and thousands are 
arriving weekly. The same 
forces which drove the Jews 
from Poland to seek refuge in 
the German camps last year are 
driving the Rumanian Jews now. 
These forces are: growing anti- 
Semitism and 4 hope to get to 
Palestine. 


Crowding Austrian Jewry 


This new rush from Rumania 
is making conditions -in the 
camps worse than they ever 
were, according to Mr. Segal. 
Since most of the Rumanian ref- 
ugees flock to Austria, the con- 
dition of the eighteen thousand 
displaced Jews in that country 
has reached a breaking point. 

In Vienna for instance 4,000 
refugees are now crowded in 
four camps which formerly held 
400. The congestion is unbeliev- 
able. People sleep on the floors, 
in corridors and even in the gut- 
ters in the streets. An epidemic 
has broken out in one of the 
camps and all the refugees are 
in a state of panic. 

Jewish public opinion in the 





blocks in his path, all lead to 
the ultimate discouragement of 
the rabbi, his loss of prestige 
and influence, and the determina- 
tion to leave the rabbinate at the 
appearance of the first opportun- 
ity.

stead of mistreating him, all the 
House of Israel will suffer, even 
as the murmurings of the people 
against Moses in the wilderness 
rebounded to their shame and ut- 
ter discomfort.
